Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. On page 2 applicant argues that Koto et al (US 6,671,376) does not 
teach, disclose, or fairly suggest the following limitation, "playback circuitry" as recited in 
Claim 1 . It is noted in Column 6 Lines 45+ and Column 12 lines 5+ state that a digital 
watermarking signal is used in a system to allow playback circuitry the ability to display 
the appropriate images. Therefore, Copeland et al (US 5,659,613) teaches the 
incorporate of the playback circuitry as seen in Figure 2 which is not specifically stated 
in the Koto et al reference. Although, all of applicants points are understood the 
examiner cannot agree and therefore the rejection is maintained.
